Students’ Council is taking 
strong opposition to any move to 
increase tuition fees at the U of 
A, but it has refused to grant the 
full amount of a request for 
funds to fight fee hikes. 

At lTuesday’s regular coun- 
cil meeting a request by the 
Students’ Union External Af- 
fairs Board for $5,000 to launcha 
campaign in opposition to fee 
increases was refused. The Board 
was given $2,000 instead. 

The External Affairs Board 
motion asking for the $5000 was 
immediately changed with an 
amendment introduced by SU 
president Jay Spark who argued 
that controls on how the money 
would be spent were not firm

enough, and $2,000 should be 
engugh to allow the board to 


launch an initial campaign 
against fee increases. 
Spark’s amendment 


stipulates that the money will 
come out of the Students’ Un- 
ion’s general revenue, and_ re- 
quires the external affairs board 
to present a full accounting of 
expenditures to fight fee in- 
creases by January 26 at which 
time any request for more money 
will be reviewed. Be 

Councillor Nick Cooke 
argued against the amendment, 
pointing out the U of A Board of 
Governors must be close to 
making-a decision on tuition fees 
since information regarding 
provincial government funding 
of the U of A must soon become 
public knowledge, as govern- 
ment budgets are completed. 

He said cutting the funding 
of a campaign at its outset may 
make the opposition to fee 
increases ineffective. A decision 
may already be made by. the 
Board of Governors in two 
weeks when the review of the 
program’s budget comes up, he 
said. :

ment should be informing the 
university of the amount of the 
provincial government's grant to 
the U of A for. operating expen- 
ditures in the near future. 

The various ministries of the 


Alberta government will be 
submitting budgets soon and the 
amount of the operating grant 
will be public information, he 
said. : 

Roughly 85 per cent of 
university funding comes from 


the provincial government, he’ 


said. 
Provincial government fun- 


ding comes to the university in 
the form of a capital expen- 


ditures grant which covers 
building physical plant costs, 
and an operating grant which 
covers,everything else. 


The U of A’s operating 
grant. request for 1978/78 was 
$118,230,000.

reference of the committee.” 

Concern has been expressed 
by various student and university 
groups that if the provincial 
government does not meet the U 
of A operating grant request, 
part or all of the extra money 
needed will have to be made in 
the form of tuition fee increases.

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RCMP scandal justifies paranoia

Recent revelationsof RCMP 
wrongdoings show that the 
Force is aimed at destroying the 
interests of working people and 
all those fighting for progressive 


change. 
This, essentially, is what 
Barry Weisleder, executive 


member of the Winnipeg 
Revolutionary Workers’ League, 
told a Vanguard Forum in Ed- 
monton. 

“It's been called Canada’s 
Watergate; this long untolding 
saga of RCMP harrassment of 
groups and individuals which 
seems to have no limit or end,” 
Mr. Weisleder said. ; 

“But it is wrong to see the 
RCMP. affair as a Watergate 
which was a simple case of one 
party spying on another ina race 
for re-election. The case of the 
RCMP is much more. per- 
nicious.” 

The only valid comparison 
between the RCMP affair and 
Watergate is the government’s 
cover-up of illegal activities by 


one of its: agencies, Weisleder 
said. 

Weisleder claimed radicals 
of long-standing like himself felt 
vindicated by the exposition of 
RCMP wrongdoings. What had 
previously appeared to be 
paranoia on their part was now 
proven to be justified, he said. 

“But more importantly,” 
Weisleder added. “these RCMP 
activities threaten the civil liber- 
ties of the majority of 
Canadians.” 

The recent revelations con- 
cerning the RCMP security 
division must be set against the 
back-drop of a long history of 


anti-democratic RCMP ac- 
tivities which “is as old as the 
Force itself.” he said. 


Weisleder pursued this line 
ot reasoning giving his view of 
the history: of the RCMP, going 
back as far as the formation of 
the North-West Mounted Police 
in 1873. 

“The RCMP was an agent 
of early Canadian capitalism and 
its exploitation of this country’s

“Not only do the productive

The statement, tabled at a 
special OECD high level con- 
ference on youth unemployment, 
said Canada’s youth unemploy- 
ment rate is more than 1|5 per 
cent. 

This figure is an average. In 
the Prairie provinces the rate is 
11.2 per cent, in Ontario 7.7, in 
Quebec 15.5 and in the Atlantic 
provinces 18.4 per cent. 

Cullen said “Canada’s 
youth unemployment rate is very 
high” compared to other OECD 
countries. 

He said the primary reason 


for the high rates was the 
inability of the economy to 
absorb the post war “baby 
boom.” 


natives as expansion into the 
West progressed.

During the period of 1960- 
1975 the youth labour force 
doubled in Canada:

HUB bans politics BUR SLUG | by Delainey# Rasmussen

Political posters are banned from the HUB mall. These 
include posters whose basic intent is to inform students of the 
opportunity to debate an issue, or to consider someone’s 
opinion of it; as well as those which are clearly campaign 
oriented. Yesterday a political group requested permis- 
sion to place a poster in the HUB mall, as they have done 
without trouble since September. HUB general manager, 
Gerry Durant refused to grant the request, stating it was 
against regulations, and had been for one year. 

Why is it against regulations? 

Apparently because certain “political” groups in ‘the past 
had tampered with each other’s posters and then fought, or 
bickered, in the mall. Mr. Durant said this had occured 
repeatedly and was disturbing students, residents, and 
merchants — and HUB public relations — and as well was 
costing the HUB general office precious time because the 
groups would go there asking that the management do 
something to prevent others from tampering with their posters. 

Have you ever seen political groups causing a commotion 
in HUB? If you have, count yourself among the honoured fev’. 

But really this argument misses the point. 

What has been instituted is a policy which denies a basic 
freedom: freedom of speech. HUB is an unusual building, no 
one will deny that. It is both a public place which provides 
services and a throughfare for students, and a residence. Asa 
residence, its manager has a degree of jurisdiction concerning 
solicitations and that sort of thing. But the mall is also a public 
place and, as such, has allocated certain space for public service 
announcements. To discriminate against political posters, 
particularly those which announce public forums and give one 
the opportunity to exercise his/her democratic right to debate; 
is short-sighted at best. Religous groups are allowed to place 
posters in HUB. But to some, politics serves the same function, 
or is held in similar regard as religion is by those whom are its 
devotees. Would anyone dare to deny the right of someone to 
place a religous poster in a public place? And yet, this is what 
the present policy does to the so-called political posters. 

The policy does not seem to have any “official university 
status” — it is Mr. Durant’s personal policy. 

HUB is owned. by the university and should reflect the 
ideals of the university: a place where thoughts can be exercised 
freely, where debate and an exchange of ideas is encouraged, 
not stifled. 

Mr. Durant said yesterday that the policy can be changed. 
Let’s hope it is, because as it stands it is an affront to the 
university and to those who value the precepts of the 


democratic process.

severe-regime labour camps in- 
1966, and shortly after his release 
was again sentenced (in 1970) to 
six years of prison, three years in 
a prison camp, and five years 


exile. The second sentence was 
imposed specifically for writing 
and disseminating a number of 
essays in which he attacks Soviet 
disregard for individualism, 
defends the right of nations to 
maintain their language and 
culture, and advocates a firmand 
uncompromising stand against 
Russification and cultural an- 
nihilation. Despite Soviet 
attempts to link him to Ukrai- 
nian emigre political groups, 
Moroz is purely a product of his 
surroundings, and not only has 
never been involved with any 
“terrorist” groups, but has never 
advocated the use of violence. 
After many years of brutal 
treatment during his detention in 


Vladimir prison, he is now in 
poor health in a labour camp in 
the Mordovian A.S.S.R. 
Moroz’s essays and biographical 
information about Moroz are 
readily available in English, and 
his case has been taken up by a 
number of international groups. 

It is a shame that Mr. Goff 


has allowed his political views to 
distort his stand on human rights 


so greatly. After all, Soviet 
embassy “press releases” are 
hardly to be trusted any more

Language entrance requirements: 


argument clarified 


A motion condemning the 
present university language en- 
trance procedures was tabled last 
night at a Students’ Council 
meeting. 

A spokesman for the group 
opposing the policy said there 
are some points of his arguments 
which: need to be clarified. We 
print them upon his request. 


(1) There is a distinction between 
foreign students and students 
who are non-native speakers of 


-English. Foreign students are 


those who are on student visa, 
and the latter can include native 
Indians, Francophone 
Canadians, and Japanese 
Canadians who graduated from 
an English speaking Alberta high 
school. 

(2) The University of Alberta is 
the only university in Canada 
which applies the TOEFL re- 


quirement to Canadian citizens 
regardless of their academic 
qualifications ina discriminating 


manner. All other Canadian 
universities which ~have the 
TOEFL .requirement only apply 
this policy to foreign students 
(most of whom have. not ob- 
tained their education in 
Canada). 


(3) The University of Alberta 
must give. special consideration 
to foreign students who 


graduated from an’ English- 


speaking Canadian high school. 
(4) The individual’s Rights 
Protection Act does not cover 
discirimination on the grounds 
of citizenship status. Thus Mr. 
Hohol’s two-tier fee system is not 
contrary to the above Act. 
However, discrimination on the 


ground of the place of origin is

contrary to the above Act. 

(5) Therefore, students from the 
U.K., Australia, or the U.S.A. 
must not be discrim‘ nated. They 
must be treated the same as other 
foreign applicants. 


(6) [he !OEFL requirement can 
apply to Canadian citizens who 
are taxpayers of this country. 
However, students from the 
U.K., Australia, and the U.S.A. 
are exempted from this require- 
ment. Some the. the Welsh 
students from the U.K. speak 
only Gaelic (and so as Scottish or 
There are Australian 
whose native 
language isnot English. Also, 
:there are Francophone 
Americans in Louisiana, and 
Spanish. Americans in New’

‘*Historically,. large 
numbers of students in a 
demonstration has been the most 
successful method.” Mason said. 

Recently -the Alberta 
Government appointed a nine 
member task force to, examine 
what students contribute to their 
university education. They have 
a year to make their recommen- 
dations. 

Nick Cooke, Student Coun- 
cil Science Rep, said the task 
force will most likely be mapping 
out policy regarding tuition for 
the next few years. 

David Rand, ~ Executive

Initially, the campaign will 
be directed towards the Board of 
Governors, the body that will 
recommend either a_ tuition 
increase. or cutbacks in the 
university operation budget. 
C.O.T.1. alse hopes to bring 
pressure to bear on the provin- 
cial government. 

C.O.1.1. will hold 
another meeting next Wednes- 
day, January 18 at noon in 
S.U.B., Room 142. Every one is 
invited. 

The following policy statement 
was adaptedat the meeting of the 
Committee to Oppose Tuition 
Increases (C.O.T.1.): 
WHEREAS students are finding 
it increasingly difficult to finance 
their education; 

AND WHEREAS.- further in- 
creases in tuition fees will hinder 
people. from low~--income 
backgrounds from obtaining a 
post—-secondary education; 
AND WHEREAS cutbacks in 
operating budgets of  post- 
secondary education institutions 
reduces the equality of the 
education available:

1 don't know whether it’s me or the movies, but 
1977 proved to be a major turning point in my film- 
Viewing attitudes and habits. Dedicated readers of past 
years will doubtlessly recall my attraction to the 
European film industry as well as the Canadian scene, 
while neglecting several aspects of Hollywood and the 
‘American movie world. However, because of prac- 
tically non-existent. European film distribution in 
Canada. (Alberta, at least), coupled with the brilliance: 
of a handful of American movies in 1977, the Third 
Annual Turtle Film. Awards will be dominated by the 
American industry. 

Several general observations are perhaps in order. 
Fellow movie viewer and friend Dave Almond made 
one observation that is probably the most viable for 
1977: it seems that most major American movies are 
being sold now to the public as an entire package, 
complete with a deluxe soundtrack album, a glossy 
paperback “special film edition,” posters, television 
‘specials on how the movie was made, the promise of 
sequels, and last and seemingly least, the film itself. 

The year’s Top 100 album charts were infiltrated 
by several big-selling soundtracks and related albums, 
such as “Star Wars,” “The Story of Star Wars,” “New 
York, New York.” “Close Encounters of the Third 
Kind,” “Looking For Mr. Goodbar,” “Saturday Night 
Fever.” “A Bridge Too Far,”.and, of course, “You 
Light Up My Life.” Of these, only one comes from a 
bonafide musical while the remainder are mainly 
comprised of filler music. Whereas once soundtracks 
enjoyed a very brief moment of glory before being 
automatically assigned to the delete bins, they are now 
as big a money-maker as the films from which they 
come. While soundtrack albums ‘often provide a 
catalyst for remembering scenes in movies, it is sad that 
so many people are filling their record collections with 
albums containing bland, orchestrated background 
music verging on a Musak level. 

Another facet of film in 1977 was the advent of the 
director as the central figure for a movie. Only a few 
years ago,’most people didn’t know the difference 
between producer and director, and it was the actors 
who received most of the acclaim fora good movie, but 
now movie-goers are dropping names like Woody 
Allen, George Lucas, Steven Spielberg, and Robert 
Altman with increasing proficiency. While it is good 
that directors are getting the attention and credit they 
deserve. the problem is that most people:still don’t 
know the difference between producer and director. 

Of course with Star Wars, special effects have 
become trendy. and anyone who doesn’t thrill to the 
movie is accused of pseudo-intellectualism, taking 
himself and films too seriously, losing the innocence of 
childlike delight and imagination, and on and on ad 
nauseum. -Though Star Wars and Close Encounters of 
the Third Kind have added a lot to the film world by 
getting many people interested in movies. the unfor- 


Pygmalion:

It isa relief to see that the Citadel is returning to its 
old, high-calibre, professional. brand of theatre. 
Pygmalion, presently playing in the Shoctor Theatre, 
‘is the best thing that the Citadel has done since Equus, 
and is hopefully a portent of more good things to come. 
Not that the production doesn’t have flaws. It 


does, and they detract somewhat from the overall. 


polish of the play. But onthe whole, it isa professional 
and competent evening’s diversion, and well worth the 
price of a ticket. 

George Bernard Shaw based his play ona story by 
the Roman poet Ovid, who in turn took his idea from 
Greek mythology. In the original myth, Pygmalion 
was a king of Cyprus who fell in love with a statue of 
the goddess Aphrodite. Ovid’s Pygmalion and Galatea 
concerns a sculptor (Pygmalion) who, disillusioned 
with the female sex, resolved never to marry and 
instead sculpted his own ideal of womanhood. 
Pygmalion fell in love with his ivory statue, and in 
response to his prayers. the goddess Venus made the 
statue human. 

Shaw took this story and with characteristic 
contempt for convention, made his. Pygmalion the 
driest, most unromantic hero the stage may ever see: 
Professor Henry Higgins. phonetician. In. Shaw’s 


version, Higgins takes into his custody Eliza Doolittle, . 


a poor cockney flower girl. and by teaching “this 
squashed cabbage-leaf” proper diction and manners, 
he manages to pass her off as a duchess at an 
ambassador's party, all in order to demonstrate the 
shallowness of social distinctions. Of course, the main 
interest of the play lies not in whether Higgins will 
succeed in his grandiose scheme, but ratherin the way

tunate part is that it had to be these two particular 
films. (Incidentally, because Close Encounters had the 
enjoyable talents of Richard Dreyfuss and Francois 
Truffaut going for it, along with at least an interesting 
steryline, 1 have chosen it to be the better*of the 
“Special Effects” films. Nothing personal guys. Honest 
to God.) . 

My final comment, and again, not an original 
observation, is the advent of women as central figures 
in film. | remember trying to choose last year’s best 
actress, and having to settle for mediocrity. But in 
1977,-women have dominated my impressions of the 
cinema. and provided the industry with its best 

-moments. Indeed. choosing the best ma/e performer is 
a tough task due to the lack of possible nominees. 

So, with this mind, | shall begin to award the 

coveted Turtle Trophies. 


BEST SOUNDTRACK: Welcome to L.A., written 
and performed by Richard Baskin and David 
Carradine. Lyrically and musically, the songs from 
Welcome to L.A. are morose and moody, providing a 
perfect complement to the mood of Alan Rudolph’s 
picture. The album 1s also highly listenable in the 
comfort of your own home. 


Citadel returns 


Shaw treats his pet themes, such as class conflict, 
women’s rights, “middle-class morality” and the war 
between the sexes. But while Shaw revelled in its 
blatant didacticism, the real genius of the play is that it 
also functions as an amusing, touching comedy, with 
realistic, well-rounded characters and an unsentimen- 
tal romantic interest. No doubt. some will be 
disappointed that the romantic interest docs not 
culminate in its “logical” conclusion -marriage—but 
the ending is consistent with Shaw’s distaste for the 
“popular solution”. 

Kenneth Haigh, who is remembered for his 
noteworthy performance as Dr. Martin Dysart in 
Equus last year, gives the best performance within the 
play as the inturiatingly bad-manneredunconventional 
and witty Higgins. Mr. Haigh seems so well suited to 
this role that he doesn’t even appear to be acting. 
Likewise. Peter Haworth as Colonel Pickering, 
Maggie Askey as Mrs. Pearce and Ann Casson as Mrs. 
Higgins all give excellent, highly professional pertor- 
mances. and the supporting cast is, with a 
exceptions, solid and competent. However, with the 
characters of Eliza and ker father, the dust-man 
philosopher Alfred Doolittle, the play’s casting runs 
into some problems.. Although Gabrielle Rose does 
fairly well) with Eliza’s cockney accent, her 
characterization is, overall, too stiff and heavy-handed 
to be convincing. As for Neville, although he too 
makes a valiant attempt with Doolittle’s rasping. 
slurring accent, his inherent elegance and clear diction 
prevent him trom being believable as a “lower-class” 
type. It’s rather like asking Pierre Trudeau to speak 
like Joe Clark- it just can’t be done.

~ wousing | Economic rebuttal 


The following is, in part, a critique of the analyses of the Canadian 
economic dilemma presented by two U of A economists and printed by 
Gateway in November. Below, Dr. E.H. Shaffer, also a Uof A economist, 
argues that labour has been used as a scapegoat by government and thata 
major portion of the economic difficulties we face today stem from rising 
housing and transportation costs. — editors.

Whenever a society is in 
trouble, its leaders usually try to 
divert blame from themselves by 
placing it on a scapegoat. At 
various times in history such 
groups as immigrants, Irish, 
Blacks and Jews have been 
blamed for a nation’s ills. In 
Canada today we find that 
labour is being blamed for this 
country’s economic difficulties. 

Phat > the: *Canadian 
economy is in a crisis is 
manifested by rising unemploy- 
ment, inflation, the deterioration 
in the balance-of-payments, and 
the decline in the value of the 
dollar. Looking for a convenient 
scapegoat, the government has 
pointed an accusing finger at 
labour. If only labour worked 
harder and if only it contented

itself to receive less, Canada’s 
economic problems would be 
solved. This is the conventional 
wisdom being peddled by leading 
government. officials. 

These officials claim that 
Canadian wages have risen so 
much faster than productivity 
that they have priced Canadian 
goods out of world markets. The 
official figures however indicate 
that this has not happened. First, 
Canadian productivity gains, 
despite all propaganda to the 
contrary, have been quite sub- 
stantial. Statistics Canada has 
shown that during the years 
1970-1976 output per manhour 
in the manufacturing sector — 
the one most affected by inter- 
national competition — _ has 
increased approximately 4% per 
year while rea/ hourly wages (real 
wages take-into the account the 
affect of price increases on 
incomes) in that sector rose by 
only 3.5% per year. During the 
same period manufacturing out- 
put per manhour in the United 
States rose by only 3.2% per 
year. Canadian productivity in 
manufacturing has in fact been 
rising at a faster rate than that in 
the United States since 1966. 

Second, the official data 
indicate that Canadian goods are 
not being priced out of world 
markets. Below is a table of the 
percentage changes in consumer 
prices in seven leading industrial 
countries. This table, which was 
compiled by the Organization 
for Economic Cooperation and 
Development (OECD) — an 
international agency. consisting 
of the 23 leading industrial 
countries — canbe found on 
page 54 of the Economic Review 
(May 1977), an official publica- 
tion of the Department of 


Finance in Ottawa. (see box, p. /1)

United States, have done a better 
job than Canada in controlling 
inflation. The other four coun- 
tries had considerably higher 
inflation rates than Canada. For 
the years 1973-1976, the Cana- . 
dian performance was almost as 
good as that of the United States. 
It is interesting to note that in 
1976, after the imposition of 
wage and price controls in 
Canada, the Canadian pertor- 


mance, vis-a-vis the United 
States, worsened (though it 
improved with respect to Ger- 
many). 


This relative worsening of 
the Canadian position vis-a-vis 
the U.S. had, however, little or 
no relationship to either wage 
increases or productivity gains. 
The main cause for the increase 
in consumer prices in Canada in 
1976 was the rapid rise in 
housing costs. This was due 
principally to escalating home 
prices and rents. Statistics 
Canada attributes 55 per cent of 


“the rise in consumer prices in 


1976 to housing costs. Another 
important contributor was the 
increase in transport costs. This 
was due mainly tq the 
government’s policy of allowing 
oil prices to rise to international 
levels. Statistics Canada at- 
tributes 22 per cent of the 
increase in consumer prices to 
transport. Thus, the real cuase 
for the rise in prices was govern- 
ment policy, i.e. the refusal of the 
government to act against real 
estate speculation and the action 
of the government in raising oil 
prices. Wage increases played 
only a minor role in this rise. 
If, as the above figures 
indicate, Canada has not priced 
itself out of the world markets, 
then, one may ask, how can we 
explain the deterioration in 
Canada-s balance-of-payments 
and the fall in the Canadian 
dollar. First, there are many 
factors in addition to relative 
prices which affect the balance- 
of-payments. For instance, Ger- 
many, which has the best record 
cont. on page II.

payments position is not that 
clear. ° 

Second, when we examine 
Canada’s  balance-of-payments 
carefully, we note that deficit in 
end products, i.e. the products 
most affected by changes in 
labour costs, actually declined by 
$109 million between 1975 and 
1976. In this particular sector, 
Canada thus improved its posi- 
tion. This improvement was 
more than offset by a decline in 
the energy balance of $348 
million. This was due to the 
government’s policy of phasing- 
out oil exports to the United 
States. While most Canadians 
would agree with this policy, it 
nevertheless has adverse 
- balance-of-payments effects. But 
‘this effect has nothing to do with 
either wages or productivity. 

Far more important than 
the decline in the energy balance 
was the increased payments of 
interest and dividends to non- 
residents. These outpayments 
increased from $1.970 million in 
1975 to $2,562 million in 1976 or 
by $592 million. This large 
outflow, which has continued 
into 1977, is the single most 
important item in the deteriora- 
tion of the current balance. In 
addition there has been an 
increase in the travel deficit of 
$455 million and an increase in 
the deficit in “other services” of 
$235 million. Included in the 
latter are the payments by 
subsidiaries of foreign-owned 
firms to their parents of manage- 
ment, technical, research and 
development fees. 

Thus none of the principal 
components accounting for the

deterioration in the balance-of- 
payments has anything to do 
with excess wage demands or low 
productivity. But two of these 
components — interest and 
dividends and “other services” — 
have a lot to do with an issue that 
the government has deliberately 
failed to mention — the issue of 
foreign ownership. The present 
decline in the payments balance 
and in the value of the dollar is 
the. price Canadians pay for the 
high degree of foreign ownership 
of this country’s resources. 
There is another price that 
Canadians pay for this degree of 
foreign ownership, i.e. is the 
price of relatively low produc- 
tivity. While, as I have already 
mentioned, Canadian produc- 
tivity has risen significantly in 
the last decade, it is nevertheless 
still below that of the U.S. The 
basic reason for this is the 


foreign-owned plants in Canada 
are built for the domestic rather 
than for the export market. Asa 
result they cannot take advan- 


tage of scale economies and are 
forced to have short production 
runs. This branch plant feature 
of the Canadian eeonomy serves 
to assure that Canadian costs 
will always be higher than those 
in the U.S. 

- If the government really 
wants to increase productivity, it 
should stop issuing meaningless 
statements urging Canadians to 
work harder and instead concen- 
trate on restructuring the entire 
economy. As a first step it must 
tackle the issue of foreign 
ownership. Failure to do so 
means that Canadians will be 
perpetually doomed to have 
lower’ living standards than 


Americans. There is no sound 


economic reason why 
Canadians, possessed of so many 
rich natural resources, should be 
condemned to such a fate. But is 
it because the government has 
already decided to accept such a 
fate that it has made labour the 
scapegoat for its present dif- 
ficulties?
